In  reference  to  the  legacy  left  to  the  Society  by 

the  will  of  Mr.  McCall,  late  of  Franklin,  Ct.,  the 
Board  have  to  remark,  in  continuation  of  their  last 
report,  that  the  questions  arising  under  the  will,  as 
to  the  competency  of  the  several  legatees  to  takethe 
property  bequeathed  to  them,  having  been  subjected 
to  legal  adjudication,  the  Court  of  Probate  for  the 
district  of  Norwich  decided  against  the  claims  of 
the  Society,  from  which  decision  the  Society  have 
appealed.  The  appeal  will  probably  be  argued  in 
the  ensuing  summer. 

In  March  last,  the  President  of  the  Society  re¬ 
ceived  information  through  Professor  Goodridi  of 
Y'ale  College,  that  some  property  had  lately  fallen 
to  the  Society  under  the  will  of  Mr.  Samuel  C. 
Camp,  late  of  Durham,  Ct.,  to  the  amount  in  vtlue 
of  about  four  hundred  dollars.  The  Board  hive 
made  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  recovery 
of  this  property,  and  they  understand  that  it  will 
probably  be  realized  without  much  difficulty  or 
delay. 

The  report  closes  with  an  allusion  to  the  present 
situation  of  the  Society,  and  the  highly  interesting 
position  of  the  Jewish  nation  in  reference  to  events 
which  have  lately  taken  place  in  Western  Asia, 
and  with  an  appeal  to  the  Christian  public  to  sus¬ 
tain  the  institution  in  their  efforts  to  accomplish  the 
object  for  which  they  were  established — to  melio¬ 
rate  the  condition  of  the  Jews.

For  eighteen  days,  as  a  con¬ 
sequence  of  a  season  of  unusual  excess,  I  endured  the  hor¬ 
rors  of  a  severe  attack  of  the  delirium  tremens — perhaps 
the  most  dreadful  malady  to  which  human  nature  can  be 
subjected.  I  had  then  no  time  to  drink.  I  was  pursued 
by  demons,  and  scared  by  frightful  visions.  After  my 
recovery,  I  resolved  to  abstain  from  strong  drink.  ‘  I  did 
I  so,  but  was  fast  getting  back  to  my  old  wretched  hatnts, 

I  through  the  means  of  wine,  when  I  heard  the  Baltimore 
drunkards,  and  by  the  help  of  God,  was  the  first  man  to 
take  the  pledge  of  total  abstinence.

£>ome  stop  praying  because  death  changes  pray¬ 
er  to  praise,  by  bringing  them  into  the  kingdom 
of  heaven.  But  the  man  now  in  question  has  not 
reached  that  blessed  world.  He  is  surrounded  still 
by  the  perils,  and  exposed  to  the  temptations,  and 
subject  to  the  wants  of  probation.  He  needs  the  state 
of  mind  implied  in  fervent  prayer,  and  the  blessings 
such  prayer  brings  from  heaven.  He  never  more 

Yet  he  has  done 


indirect  as  they  may  seem,  of  permitting  any  large 
portion  of  our  common  country,  and  especially 
the  “  Great  West,”  to  pass  into  the  hands  of  an 
unlearned,  unskilful  ministry.  But,  deprived  of 
books,  good  books,  standard  works,  the  means  of  a 
severe  and  advancing  discipline,  the  most  pious, 
sensible  men  in  our  profession,  will  soon  run  down, 
intellectually,  and  then,  brethren,  what  will  become 
of  the  churches  and  the  community  ?  They  will 
be  flooded  with  fatal  errors!  No  earthly  power 
can  prevent  it.  Dear  brethren,  in  the  name  of  our 
common  Lord,  we  conjure  you  to  arise  to  the  res¬ 
cue.  Hundreds  of  your  church  members  could 
each  spare  a  few  volumes,  as  well  as  not.  More 
than  half  of  your  ministers  could  each  spare  a 
few  volumes,  as  well  as  not.  All  your  religious 
authors,  booksellers,  and  publishers,  could  each 
spare  a  few  volumes,  as  well  as  not.  We  will  now 
briefly  explain  our  importunity. 

No  State  in  the  Union  has  a  richer  soil  than 
Michigan.

Many  a  farmer,  who  had  subscribed 
twenty,  thirty,  or  fiftj  dollars  towards  his  minister’s 
support,  and  who  hd  confidently  expected  to  have 
five,  seven,  or  ten  lundred  bushels  of  wheat  to 
sell,  did  not  get  his  seed.  His  own  time  and  labor, 
and  that  of  several  Aired  men,  who  must  be  paid, 
have  all  been  worse  than  thrown  away.  Many  a 
fertile  field  has  not  been  harvested  since  1838. — 
(Jthers,  to  be  sure,  very  many  others,  have  fared 


needed  prayer  than  at  this  hour, 
praying ! 

Did  his  discourage  hhn  ?  Praying  is  ad¬ 
dressing  him,  and  if  he  repulses  prayer,  then  there 
is  reason  for  giving  it  up.  But  there  is  no  human 
duty  that  God  more  stedfastly  and  powerfully  en¬ 
courages  than  prayer.  His  most  precious  promis- 
^ee  invite  men  to  prayer.  His  word  is  full  of  an¬ 
swers  to  prayer.  He  threatens  evil  to  those  who 
restrain  prayer.  Did  God  encourage  that  man  to 
cease  praying?  Dare  the  man  himself  give  this 
apology?  Ask  him. 

Did  any  of  the  friends  of  God  discourage  him  ? 
If  those  of  them  that  are  round  about  the  throne 
above  could  now  send  him  their  advice,  wmuld  it 
countenance  his  neglect  of  prayer  ?  Is  it  nofltheir 
nearness  to  God  that  gives  them  their  unspeakable 
joys  ?  And  would  noi  their  most  comprehensive 
and  urgent  appeal  in  behalf  of  a  rational  being’s 
best  happiness,  take  the  form,  ‘Draw  nigh  to  God?’ 
Ask  the  man  if  |ie  thinks  saints  and  angels  in 
heaven  approve  his  neglect  of  prayer.  What 
would  be  the  honest  answer  ? 

Did  the  friends  of  God  of  his  own  vicinity  dis¬ 
suade  him  from  prayer  ?  They  can  tell  whether 
there  is  any  value  in  prayer,  and  are  competent  ad¬ 
visers  respecting  it.  Will  this  man  accuse  them  ? 
Was  it  not  the  love  and  zeal  of  some  of  them  that 
first  roused  his  attention  to  the  need  and  value  of 
prayer  ?  Did  they  not  urge  him  to  it  by  every  ten¬ 
der  and  solemn  appeal  ?  Did  they  not  rejoice,  as 
one  sent  to  another  the  glad  tidings,  “  Behold  he 
prayeth?”  And  were  not  their  hearts  sad  when  it 
was  told  that  he  had  done  praying  ?  Dare  he  say 
that  the  dreadful  language,  “  what  profit  shall  we 
have  if  we  pray  unto  him  ?”  fell  from  the  lips  of 
any  one  of  the  true  children  of  God  ? 

Did  his  own  reason  or  conscience  dissuade  him 
from  prayer  ?  It  was  because  he  had  these  endow¬ 
ments,  and  because  of  their  concurrence  with  the 
calls  of  God,  that  he  began  this  duty.  It  was  the 
reiteration  of  their  appeals  that  sustained  him  in  the 
duty  while  he  did  practice  it.  And  he  had  a  fierce 
encounter  with  their  remonstrances  before  he  could 
give  it  up.  Conscience  dissuade  from  prayer ! 
Never  was  her  voice  reused  in  such  a  work  of  shame 
and  ruin  !  Will  the  man  blame  conscience  ?  I3are 
he  confront  that  inward  monitor  with  such  an  ac¬ 
cusation?  ^ 

Did  a  due  regard  for  any  of  his  interms,  as  an 
accountable  and  immortal  being,  dissuade  him 
from  prayer  ?  It  was  a  sense  of  the  value  of  those 
interests,  as  seen  by  an  enlightened  conscience,  that 
first  roused  him  to  this  duty.  E  very  thing  precious 
to  him  was  put  in  jeopardy  by  sin.  He  saw  the 
storm  gathering,  and  he  dared  not  refuse  to  pray. 
And  all  these  interests  call  for  prayer  now  as  loud¬ 
ly  as  ever.  They  are  all  endanger  ed  by  neglect 
of  prayer,  an?f  all  might  be  rendered  safe  by  due 
discharge  of  that  duty. 

Had  he  wise  counselors  when  dissuaded  from 
prayer?  He  who  is  only  wise  ceitainly  was  not 
one  of  them.  Nor  any  that  are  like  him,  and  that 
love  him  in  heaven  or  earth.  Nor  did  conscience 
or  his  own  best  interests  give  such  counsel.  What

I  could  tell  you  many  instances  in  which  the  power  of 
this  thought — voocAN  succeed — has  operated  like  magic, 
to  redeem  the  fallen  drunkard.  But  a  day  or  two  since, 
one  of  the  most  reckless  and  noisy  drunkards  of  New- 
Haven,  who  had  resisted  eveiy  entreaty  under  the  im¬ 
pression  tlvat  it  would  do  no  good  for  him  to  try,  came 
forward  and  signed  the  pledge,  on  being>  assured  that  he 
could  succeed,  and  that  others  as  bad  as  himself  bad  done 
so  before  him.  We  must  learn  to  look  upon  the  drunkard, 
not  as  a  despicable  thing,  but  a  pitiable.  He  must  be 
treated  as  a  brother.  It  is  kindness  and  sympathy  that 
win  his  heart,  and  nerve  him  for  the  contest  with  his  sinful 
habits.

PERFECTIONISM. 

Messrs.  Editors  :-j-I  am  directed  to  send  you 
for  publication  the  following  resolutions  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  Christian  Perlection,  adopted  by  Genesee 
Consociation  in  Brighton,  July  16th,  1841  : 

Whereas  it  is  the  duty  of  ecclesiastical  bodies  to 
speak  out  clearly  and  definitely,  upon  all  import¬ 
ant  theological  questions,  upon  which  differen¬ 
ces  of  opinion  exist  among  Christians ;  and  where- 
eis  the  doctrine  that  Christians  do  actually  attain  to 
a  state  of  entire  freedom  from  sin,  and  continue  so 
[  in  this  life,  is  to  some  extent  prevalent ;  and  whereas 
churches  have  been  greatly  injured  through 


From  these  re¬ 
presentations  it  appeared,  that  the  difficulties  which 
had  hitherto  obstructed  the  progress  of  Christian 
effort  among  this  people,  had  arisen,  in  a  great  de¬ 
gree,  from  defects  in  the  method  pursued  in  com¬ 
municating  with  them;  that  their  ignorance  of  the 
true  nature  of  Christianity,  (some  deplorable  proofs 
of  which  were  mentioned,)  ought  to  be  removed 
before  their  prejudices  against  its  doctrines  could 
be  expected  to  be  successfully  combated,  and  that, 
by  a  course  of  judicious  instruction,  combined  with 
a  system  of  kind  and  habitual  intercourse,  their 
minds  might  be  enlightened,  their  affections  concil¬ 
iated,  and  their  consciences  gradually  prepared  for 
the  more  effectual  reception  of  the  truths  of  the 
gospel. 

As  a  preliminary  step  toa  course  of  measures  hav¬ 
ing  these  objects  in  view,  the  Board  determined  to 
try  the  experiment  of  delivering  lectures  to  the 
Jews  fn  this  city,  and  a  committee  was  appointed 
to  make  arrangements  for  this  purpose.  From  a 
report  made  by  this  committee  shortly  after,  it  ap¬ 
peared,  however,  that  the  immediate  announcement 
of  a  public  lecture  would  not  be  likely  to  attract  a 
sufficient  attendance  of  Jews,  to  make  such  a  meas¬ 
ure  then  desiiable,  but  that,  by  private  intercourse

Ano¬ 
ther  farm,  for  which  one  of  your  Eastern  capital-  ( 
ists  offered,  less  than  three  years  ago,  $20,000  in  j 
cash,  has  since  that  time,  even  under  the  manage-  j 
ment  of  one  of  the  ffirewdest  and  wisest  Yankee  j 
farmers  in  the  country,  run  him  in  debt  $300  a  i 
year.  How  can  such  men  sustain  the  ministry,  , 
whilst  their  own  families  are  in  distress?  These 
are  local  evils,  and  we  trust  temporary.  | 

During  this  same  period,  our  taxes  have  grown 
upon  us  frightfully.  This  is  owung  to  a  variety  of 
causes,  but  to  none  more  than  to  the  unfortunate  , 
operation  of  our  famous  Jiite  million  State  loan, 
and  which  now  lies  like  an  incubus  on  all  the  , 
physical  and  commercial  energies  of  our  infant 
commonwealth. 

Again,  although  the  general  mortality  in  Mich¬ 
igan  is  probably  less  than  in  New-England,  (as 
for  instance,  not  t  single  minister,  connected  with 
the  six  Presbyteries  belonging  to  this  State,  has 
died  during  the  last  eight  years)  yet  sickness  is 
certainly  one  cause  even  of  pecuniary  embarrass¬ 
ment.  It  falls  most  heavily  upon  us  during  the 
period  of  harvestng,  and  particularly  of  sowing 
for  the  ne.xt  year.  During  the  months  of  August 
and  September  of  the  last  two  years,  not  a  few  of 
our  country  congregations  have  been  nearly  broken 
up,  the  crop  of  one  year  lost  for  want  of  being 
seasonably  harvested,  that  of  the  next  for  the  want 
of  being  seasonab'y  sown.  Finally,  our  currency 
is  gone — it  is  absalutely  in  ruins !  !  The  self-de¬ 
nial  endured  by  oir  brethren  in  the  ministry,  and 
by  their  beloved  families,  is  deserving  of  high 
commendation.  Eastern  pastors  know  nothing 
about  it.  They  nust  share  it  personally  and  pa¬ 
tiently,  before  they  will  understand  it. 

Now,  then,  we  isk  the  churches  of  New-York 
and  of  New-Enghnd,  if  they  will  not  make  us  up 
some  good  boxes  of^lothing  and  of  booUo.  Ao  to 
the  latter,  they  shoild  be  adapted  to  qualify  minis¬ 
ters  and  ministers’  vives  for  their  great  work.  It 
will  be  very  important  that  the  bo.xes  should  be 
sent  on  so  as  to  gethere  safely  and  certainly  before 
the  closing  of  the  anal  and  the  lake.  V ery  little 
money  need  be  ex)ended  in  this  undertaking,  be¬ 
sides  what  is  wantet  to  pay  the  freight.

That  my  motives  in  having  thus  executed  the 
directions  of  my  Presbytery  may  not  be  suspected, 
I  deem  it  but  just  and  proper  to  add,  that,  having 
received  thus  far  an  adequate  salary  myself,  and 
possessing  a  competent  library,  I  shall  not  derive 
the  smallest  personal  benefit  from  the  charities 
contemplated  in  our  appeal,  beyond  what  will  arise 
from  witnessing  their  distribution  among  brethren

DRUNKARD’S  ASYLUM. 

Messrs.Editors:  I  am  happy  to  learn  that  a  lau¬ 
dable  and  persevering  effort  is  now  making  in  this 
great  city,  to  call  the  attention  of  our  citizens  to  the 
propriety  and  good  policy  of  establishing  a  Drunk¬ 
ard’s  Asylum  in  New-York,  for  the  temporary  re¬ 
lief  and  effectual  cure  of  the  confirmed  disease  of  1 
drunkenness,  in  all  those  poor,  degraded  and  des¬ 
perate  drunkards,  who  have  no  homes,  business, 
or  friends  to  take  care  or  provide  for  them.  The 
recent  reformation  of  some  of  the  dowest  drunkards 
in  this  city,  and  other  cities,  affords  positive  and 
convincing  proofs  that  the  most  hopeless  drunkards 
have  been  reformed  in  a  short  time,  and  thus  be¬ 
come  perfectly  temperate  and  healthy,  and  are  now 
supporting  their  families  by  their  own  industry. 
They  attend  religious,  and  other  good  meetings, 
and  appear  happy  in  their  great  delivereuice  from 
the  slavery  of  alcohol,  to  the  sweet  enjoyments  of  a 
temperate  life.  And  if  a  Drunkard’s  Asylum 
should  be  established  soon,  on  humane  and  liberal 
principles,  in  aid  of  the  laudable  efforts  now  making 
by  temperance  societies,  and  other  means,  to  cure 
those  poor  drunkards  who  have  been  given  up  as 
hopeless  cases,  they  can  soon  be  reformed  by  mild 
and  friendly  means,  and  will  then  become  good

its  prevalence  and  influence,  therefore. 

Resolved,  1 .  That  we  regard  the  above  named 
doctrine  as  contrary  to  the  word  of  God ;  contrary 
to  our  constitutional  standards  of  doctrine ;  contra¬ 
ry  to  Christian  experience;  and  in  its  influence,  at 
war  with  the  principles  of  the  gospel,  and  destruc¬ 
tive  of  the  order  and  harmony  of  the  churches. 

2.  That  it  is  disorderly  and  inconsistent  with 
their  relation  to  this  body,  for  our  churches  to  em¬ 
ploy,  or  knowingly  suffer  to  preach  in  their  pul¬ 
pits,  any  minister  who  holds  or  publishes  the  said 
doctrine. 

3.  That  the  holding  or  the  publishing  of  the 
above  named  doctrine,  by  any  member  of  this  body, 
would  be  an  unwarrantable  departure  from  our 
standards  of  faith,  and  inconsistent  with  his  rela¬ 
tions  to  this  body  ;  and  that  the  publishing  or  ad¬ 
vocating  of  the  said  doctrine  would  be  an  offence 
against  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  and  against 
the  peace  of  this  body,  which  would  call  for  the 
salutary  and  proper  enforcement  of  discipline. 


left  oat  of  view.  It  is  not  surprising  that  those  who  have 
just  waked  up  to  this  subject,  should  think  that  notWg 
had  ever  been  done.  Bat  the  troth  is,  that  the  old  friends 


pleteness  of  the  success  is  in  proportion  to  the  diligence 
of  the  preparatory  efforts.  And  as  they  begun,  so  the 
temperate  have  got  to  carry  on  the  work.  These  poor, 
tottering  reformed  men  need  a  steady  sober  man  each  side 
of  them,  to  hold  them  up.  I  went,  said  he,  recently,  to  a 
town  where  there  were  60  of  these  Reformed  Drunkards, 
who  were  holding  their  meetings  in  a  little  obscure  cham¬ 
ber,  without  daring  to  hold  public  meetings,  and  to  tell  m. 
the  hearing  of  a  large  audience  what  they  felt.  They  had 
to  be  encouraged,  and  assured,  before  they  would  go  suc¬ 
cessfully  at  work.  So  we  shall  find  something  to  do 
everywhere.  This  very  reform  among  the  drunkards  will 
impose  new  duties,  and  furnish  occasion  for  more  vigor¬ 
ous  and  untiring  zeal  than  has  ever  yet  been  exhibited. 
Those  who  have  reformed  most  be  looked  after,  and  shield¬ 
ed  from  temptation.  Their  families  need  attention,  and 
they  must  be  hedged  about  by  all  the  conservative  influ¬ 
ence  of  a  comfortable  home,  kind  friends,  and  brightening 
prospects.  In  the  town  before  allswUd  to,  uo  I  stood  by 
the  side  of  a  friend  witnessing  a  temperance  procession, 
“  See  there,”  said  he,  pointing  to  a  well-dressed  man  in 
the  procession,  “  there  goes  a  man  with  my  wedding-coat 
on.  It  had  lain  seven  years  unused,  and  this  fellow  who 
had  signed  the  pledge,  needed  a  coat  to  go  to  meeting 
with,  and  my  wife  thought  I  could  make  no  better  use  of 
it  than  to  give  to  him.”  The  next  day  after  these  Balti¬ 
more  men  came  to  Boston,  a  lady  met  me  and  said  that 
she  could  not  sleep  from  anxiety  for  the  poor  drunkards. 
She  had  been  around,  and  found  their  wives  in  poverty, 
their  children  naked,  and  something  must  be  done,  or  else, 
discouraged  and  disheartened,  the  drunkard  who  has  left 
The  result  was  that  a  society 


of  money  which  is  now  expended  in  various  ways 
to  support  them  while  out  of  employment 

The  increasing  wants  of  an  Asylum  for  these 
poor  people,  based  on  correct  and  liberal  princi¬ 
ples,  will  soon  become  popular,  and  then  meet  with 
public  favor,  and  enduring  support  from  the  people. 
And  the  more  they  seriously  reflect  on  its  great 
advantages  to  the  country,  the  quicker  we  shall 
all  be  convinced  of  the  go^  policy  of  establishing 
a  suitable  Asylum  without  further  delay.  And  if 
this  desirable^jobject  should  be  accon»pli«boa  ty 
popular  cohsehtj  the  happy  and  much  called  for 
relief  would  rejoice  the  hearts  of  all,  and  lead  the 
people  to  wonder  why  our  city  had  not  adopted 
the  feasible  plan  of  curing  the  disease  of  drunk¬ 
ards  years  ago,  instead  of  degrading  them  by  im¬ 
prisonment  and  wiong  treatment,  at  the  public  ex¬ 
pense,  which  blunts  their  minds  still  mq^,  and 
makes  them  worse  than  ever.  The  good  objects 
of  our  citizens  are  not  accomplished  by  the  present 
degrading  system.  And  the  industry  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  is  compelled  to  pay  in  various 


nance  any  person  m  holding  said  doctrine,  or  ad¬ 
mit,  or  suffer  any  person  to  hold  a  seat  in  this  body, 
who  is  constitutionally  known  to  hold  that  doc¬ 
trine. 

5.  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  pre¬ 
pare  a  letter  to  our  churches  upon  this  subject,  and 
to  report  at  our  semi-annual  meetmg. 

The  foregoing  resolutions  were  unanimously 
adopted,  except  the  first,  on  which  four  members 
gave  a  qualified  negative.

ways,  every 

year,  many  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  punish 
drunkards  in  prison,  and  to  support  them  in  the 
Alms  House  and  other  institutions,  when,  if  we 
had  the  contemplated  Asylum,  they  might  be  cured 
in  a  short  time  of  the  disease  of  drunkenness,  and 
at  small  expense,  and  thus  be  able  to  support  them¬ 
selves  and  families,  and  keep  out  of  the  Alms 
House,  prisons  and  other  public  institutions,  which, 
it  is  believed,  are  mostly  filled  by  persons  who 
have  lost  their  minds,  health  and  property  by  us¬ 
ing  intoxicating  drinks. 

This  Asylum,  it  is  believed,  would  so  success¬ 
fully  co-operate  with  the  present  popular  system  of 
temperance  societies,  as  to  reclaim  the  most  desper¬ 
ate  and  hopeless  drunkards  around  our  docks  and 
streets,  and  soon  convince  the  people  of  the  propri¬ 
ety  of  renting  some  suitable  building  in  New-Yoik, 
and  establish  a  Drunkard’s  Asylum,  on  such  na¬ 
tural  and  humane  principles,  as  would  releive  the 
suffering  of  these  diseased  people — restore  their 
mental  and  physical  faculties  to  good  health,  and 
lead  them  to  honest  industry,  which  would  yield 
a  respectable  support,  and  thus  releive  our  city 
from  the  constant  beggary,  charities  and  taxes 
which  we  have  so  painfully  borne  for  years.  And  it 
is  therefore  hoped  that  public  opinion  will  favor 
this  object,  and  that  the  pulpit,  press,  and  all  good 
citizens  will  soon  come  out  and  give  the  people 
light  and  encouragement  on  this  novel  plan ;  and 
thus  lead  our  citizens  to  establish  a  Drunkard’s 
Asylum  on  such  good  and  liberal  principles  as  shall 
be  worthy  of  New-York  and  the  country,  until 
drunkenness  shall  be  lost  in  temperance,  and  all 
people  use  the  bountiful  gifts  of  Providence  in  that 
prudent  way  which  the  great  Giver  intended  for 
the  support  and  happiness  of  man.

his  cups,  will  go  back, 
was  formed  of  ladies,  whose  care  it  is  to  provide  clothing 
for  the  reformed,  and  they  have  hunted  np  more  than  60 
drunken  women,  and  induced  them  to  sign  the  pledge. — 
We  shall  find  a  place  to  work  in  this  enterprise — and 
every  man  ought  logo  home  with  the  solemn  determination  to 
do  more  for  this  cause  than  ever  before. 

I  had  the  privilege  of  being  in  Ireland  the  last  season, 
and  to  stand  upon  the  spot  where  70,000  had  knocked  off 
their  shackles  and  taken  the  pledge,  in  seven  days! .  The 
state  of  things  in  that  country,  I  as.sure  yon,  is  most  glo¬ 
rious  and  cheering.  1  went  through  the  length  of  Ireland, 
and  I  saw  but  one  drunkard  in  all  my  travel.  Him  they 
had  got  on  horseback,  as  if  to  show  the  people  the  strange 
sight  of  an  intoxicated  man.  What  has  been  done  there 
is  perfectly  wonderful.  And  the  work,  I  believe,  will 
hold  on,  unless  Satan  steals  in  and  deals  ont  his  potions 
in  the  shape  of  root  beer,  or  some  other  pretended  tem¬ 
perance  specific. 

But  London,  on  the  other  hand,  is  the  most  drunken 
place  I  ever  saw ;  it  seemed  to  be  perfectly  sunk  in  this 
degrading  vice.  And  what  is  very  strange,  there  are  more 
drunken  women  than  men.  But  there  is  a  redeeming 
spirit  abroad  even  there.  The  leaven  is  at  work.  There 
have  35,000  signed  the  pledge  in  the  metropolis,  of  whom 
more  than  5000  have  since  become  members  of  churches. 
So  in  other  places,  the  pledge  is  saving  its  thousands. — 
But  the  great  curse  now  is  Wine.  The  usages  of  society 
have  there  a  more  despotic  tiontrol  over  men,  than  here. 
There  he  who  would  abandon  his  wine,  fears  to  do  so, 
lest  by  failing  to  offer  it  to  his  neighbor  who  maybe  above 
him,  and  has  condescended  to  visit  him,  he  will  be  of¬ 
fended.  Here  we  are  happily  free  from  such  fear.  We 
are  all  nobles.  Mr.  Bishop  it  as  good  as  the  Chancellor. 
But  let  us  hope  for  the  old  world.  If  Ireland  has  fallen 
before  the  power  of  the  troth,  and  surrendered  her  strong¬ 
holds,  surely  there  is  nothing  that  can  resist  it. 

Rev.  Mr.  Matthias,  of  Patchogue,  L.I.  liked  the  reso¬ 
lution  because,  while  it  acknowledged  the  hand  of  Provi¬ 
dence  in  the  recent  reclaiming  of  drunkards,  it  also  ex¬ 
pressed  an  appropriate  sympathy  for  them,  and  the  hope 
that  they  may  survive  the  attacks  which  may  be  m»d«* 
upon  them.  These  reformed  men  are  in  a  critical  and 
perilous  condition.  There  is  no  condition  so  appalling 
as  his  who  has  commenced  a  straggle  with  temptation- 
These  men  are  doubly  beset.  They  have  the  irresistible 
cravings  of  long  indulged  appetites  within,  and  the  soli¬ 
citations  of  prowling  enemies  without  The  nunseller 
would  leave  no  effort  untried,  to  recall  him  to  his  ruin. 
It  ought  now  to  be  the  constant  and  united  effort  of  tem¬ 
perance  men,  to  make  the  traffick  of  ardent  spirits  disre¬ 
putable  and  odious.  We  have  an  enemy  here  to  meet, 
bold,  artful,  and  determined.  If  great  care  is  not  taken  to 
shield  the  reformed  drunkard  firom  the  pestilent  influence 
of  the  nunseller,  his  noble  efforts  to  emancipate  himself, 
and  to  regain  his  lost  virtue  and  happiness,  made  with, 
whatever  struggle,  will  be  in  vain. 

Rev.  Mr.  Bingham,  of  the  Sandwich  Islands  mission, 
remarked  that  his  own  experience  would  enable  him  t© 
testify  to  the  pracUcability  of  reforming  the  inebriate.— 
The  degradation  of  the  drunkard  is  the  degradation  of  the 
heathen.  If  it  be  practicable  to  pluck  the  heathen  from 
his  rain,  it  is  equaUy  so  the  drunkard :  for  they  are  of  the 
same  class  of  men.  But  besides,  many  of  the  heathen  to 
whom  he  had  been  sent,  were  at  the  time  of  his  arrival 
among  them,  besotted  drunkards.  They  were  as  stupid, 
degraded,  and  averse  from  the  truth,  as  any  in  this  1^ 


eternal  realities !  These  realities  stflrtled  him  ( 
once.  The  mist  and  darkness  that  covered  them 
was  lifted  up  and  passed  away,  and  they  pressed 
upon  his  notice  with  awakening  power.  He  saw 
and  felt  that  there  was  a  God,  and  a  judgment  day, 
and  eternal  retribution.  And  a  sense  of  these  things 
drove  him  to  prayer.  And  while  he  looked  at 
them  he  prayed.  But  when  he  began  to  turn  his 
face  from  them,  prayer  began  to  be  disrelished. 
Through  the  returning  power  of  sin,  eternal  reali¬ 
ties  have  lost  their  influence  over  him.  He  sees 
little  of  them  now.  They  have  gradually  sunk 
out  of  sight,  like  the  receding  ship.  Earth  en¬ 
grosses  his  cares,  his  affections  and  hopes.  In  it  he 
buries  all  the  lofty  thoughts,  high  desires,  and  noble 
aspirations  that  belong  to  an  immortal  mind. 

Has  he  done  praying  ?  Then  how  effectually 
he  has  shut  his  eyes  upon  his  own  dependence, 
Jrailty  and  danger !  Can  he  live  an  hour  without 
God’s  favor?  No,  he  cannot  breathe  again.  What 
blessings  in  life  can  he  gain  without  God  ?  And 
who,  but  God,  can  pardon  his  sins  and  open  before 
him  a  blessed  immortality?  He  saw  things  in 
this  light  once,  and  then  he  prayed.  He  hast  lost 
sight  of  them  now,  and  he  prays  no  longer. 

Has  he  done  praying?  Then  heis doing  nothing 
about  salvation.  Prayeristhemostnatural,  themost 
directjthe  most  effectual  means  of  obtaining  salvation. 
There  is  no  other  way  of  access  to  that  God  in  whose 
hands  are  the  sinner’s  destinies.  To  stop  praying 
is  to  quit  the  pumps,  and  leave  the  sinking  ship  to 
her  &te.  Notwithstanding  what  a  man  may  think 
he  is  doing  about  his  salvation,  he  is  doing  abso¬ 
lutely  nothing  if  he  calls  not  on  the  name  of  the 
Lord.  If  he  has  done  praying,  he  is  like  the  man 
that  no  longer  strives  to  extinguish  the  flames  that 
are  consuming  his  dwelling.  Prayer  holds  in 
check  the  evil  passions,  repels  the  assaults  of 
temptation,  rebukes  Satan,  keeps  eternal  realities 
in  sight,  and  makes  the  soul  feel  their  power. 
Hence  it  most  happily  bears  on  the  soul’s  salvation. 
But  he  that  has  ceased  prayer  has  ceased  contend¬ 
ing  against  evil  passions  and  temptations.  Sin, 
unresisted,  fastens  its  iron  grasp  upon  him.  Satan, 
tmrebuked,  spreads  his  successful  snares.  The 
unchecked  disease  is  extending  its  power,  and  has¬ 
tening  him  to  eternal  death. 

How  many  and  how  fearful  things  are  true  of 
a  man,  when  it  is  true  that  he  has  done  nravinir  i 


visions ;  that  both  spiritual  instruction  and  tempo¬ 
ral  aid  were  within  the  scope  of  the  declared  ob¬ 
jects  of  the  Society,  provided  they  were  furnished 
through  the  medium  specified ;  that  the  formation 
of  a  regular  settlement,  of  the  kind  originally  con¬ 
templated,  was,  however,  at  present  impracticable, 
and  that  the  Society  must  be  content  with  as  close 
an  approximation  to  it  as  could  be  devised  and  sus¬ 
tain^  under  existing  circumstances;  that  if  a  suita¬ 
ble  place  could  be  provided,  in  which  inquiring 
Jews  could  be  furnished  with  the  requisite  instruc¬ 
tions  through  the  medium  either  of  lectures,  or  a 
school,  it  might  be  the  means  of  attracting  the  at¬ 
tention  of  that  people,  as  well  as  of  the  Christian 
public,  to  the  plans  and  operations  of  the  Society, 
and  thus  prepare  the  way  for  more  extended  means 
of  usefulness  within  the  purview  of  the  constitution. 

In  accordance  with  these  sentiments,  the  Board 
determined  to  procure  a  suitable  room  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  conferring  with  such  Jews  as  might  be  dis¬ 
posed  to  receive  instruction,  and  Mr.  George  J.  Ad¬ 
ler  of  this  city,  was  employed  under  the  supervi¬ 
sion  of  a  committee,  as  an  instructer.  The  attend¬ 
ance  was,  at  first,  very  limited,  being  confined  to 
three  persons  only,  but  those  three  presenting  cases 
of  such  peculiar  interest,  as  were  not  only  extreme¬ 
ly  gratifying  in  themselves,  but  were  calculated  to 


absence  of  tmy  extraordinary  qualifications  of  un¬ 
derstanding,  or  of  utterance,  in  their  appointed 
clergymen!  “’Tistrue,”  one  says,  “my  teacher 
holds  last  by  the  revealed  doctrines  of  the  gospel, 
and  states,  plainly  and  distinctly,  the  necessary  duties 
and  the  means  of  sanctification;  and  urges  very 
justly,  the  motives  and  rewards  of  holiness.  He 
gives  himself,  indeed,  very  faithfully  to  his  call¬ 
ing,  is  exemplary  in  life,  and  devoted  to  the  cause 
ol  the  religion  he  proclaims.  What  he  can  do, 
he  has  done.  But,  after  all,  there  is  no  originality 
in  his  views,  and  he  declares  nothing  with  power. 
I  could  learn  the  same  principles  with  as  much 
clearness  and  satisfaction,  by  my  own  studies,  and 
in  my  own  house.”  And  then  he  wanders  after 
some  brighter  star  to  lead  him  to  the  court  of  the 
King  of  heaven ;  and  dazzled  by  its  brilliancy, 


could  be  justly  called  a  reformation.  Hitherto  it  has 
been  no  reformation.  It  has  been  the  great  object  and 
endeavor  to  hold  one  another  up — good  business,  indeed, 
as  far  as  it  goes — but  it  has  scarcely  accomplished  any¬ 
thing,  until  recently,  towards  the  reclaim  of  those  who 
had  fallen  under  the  power  of  alcohol.  But  these  Re¬ 
formed  Drunkards— and  I  rejoice  that  they  choose  to 
call  themselves  by  this  name ;  it  indicates  a  humility 
which  is  the  best  proof  of  the  genuineness  of  their  repen¬ 
tance,  and  gives  a  cheering  pledge  of  its  permanence — 
show  us  that  the  work  has  been  begun  in  earnest,  and 
in  the  right  quarter.  This  impulse  has  been  felt  all 
through  the  land.  We  have  many  more  here  present 
than  would  have  been,  but  for  their  efforts. 

Rev.  John  Marsh  stated  that  the  resolution  had  been 
introduced  for  the  purpose  of  eliciting  the  feelings  of  the 
Convention  respecting  the  recent  triumphs  of  the  Temper¬ 
ance  cause.  Wonderful  scenes  have  transpired  in  our 
land  within  a  few  months,  the  like  of  which  the  world  has 
never  looked  upon.  He  had  been  at  Baltimore,  and  wit¬ 
nessed  the  great  procession  had  on  the  5th  of  April,  the 
anniversary  of  the  origin  of  this  movement  of  the  reform¬ 
ed  drunkards,  and  his  heart  swelled  with  the  emotions 
which  the  thrilling  scene  and  all  that  it  promised,  excited. 
In  New-York  this  impulse  has  been  moving  vrith  elec¬ 
trical  rapidity  and  effect.  A  flame  has  been  kindled  which 
threatened  to  consume  the  very  strongholds  of  the  enemy. 
At  Boston  too,  the  same  mighty  .energy  is  at  work ;  and 
so  throughout  the  principal  cities  and  villagcsof  the  land, 
its  powerful  and  happy  triumphs  are  visible.  Between 
Bangor  and  Cincirmati,  within  a  few  months,  there  have 
been  snatched  ffom  the  fell  grasp  of  intemperance,  more 
than  TEN  THOUSAND  DRUNXA»D8 — who  are  now  rejoicing 
in  freedom  from  a  bondage  which  has  no  parallel  ol  se¬ 
verity,  and  from  pains  which  no  tongue  can  tell.  We 
have  come  to  thank  God  lor  the  success  which  we  witnesit. 
It  is  greater  than  we  had  dared  to  hope.  But  who  can 
dare  to  say  that  these  triompha  have  come  to  an  end! 
Let  us  remember  that  only  ten  out  of  oat  four  hundred  or 
Jive  hundred  thousand  drunkards  have  been  reached. 
There  is  yet  a  mighty  work  to  do. 

Rev.  Mr.  Hooker  then  introduced  Mr.  Bishop,  a  re¬ 
formed  drunkard  from  New-Haven.  Mr.  B.  said  that  if

Could  this  school  be  sustain^  for  a 
length  of  time,  there  is  little  doubt  but  that  it  might 
be  made  productive  of  much  good,  both  by  its  ef¬ 
fects,  and  by  its  ulterior  influences.  Two  serious 
difficulties,  however,  have  already  occurred,  which 
unhappily  threaten  the  extinction  of  this  benevolent 
project  at  the  moment  of  its  greatest  interest. — 
These  are,  first  and  principally,  the  inadequacy  of 
the  income  of  the  present  funds  of  the  Society  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  undertaking.  Secondly, 


will  be  very  acceptable.  Garments  suitable  for 
men,  women  and  children,  of  all  ages,  are  great¬ 
ly  needed.  Fragments  of  new  cloth,  cotton,  wool¬ 
en,  and  linen,  such  as  are  now  lying  in  almost 
every  shop  in  the  Eastern  cities  and  villages,  would 
here  be  invaluable.  Bed  clothing  may  well  be 
added.  But  nothing  is  more  difficult  to  be  ob¬ 
tained  here,  because  Jiothing  is  scarcer  or  dearer 
in  the  interior,  than  boots  and  shoes  of  all  descrip¬ 
tions.  A  beloved  and  most  useful  minister  in  Mich¬ 
igan,  started  off  last  winter  on  a  preaching  tour, 
which  took  him  through  one  of  our  largest  villa¬ 
ges.  A  fine  little  barefooted  boy  followed  him  to 
the  door,  and  begged  that  father  would  bring  him 
back  a  pair  of  shoes.  His  father  replied,  “  I’ll 
try,  my  son.”  The  door  closed.  “  Poor  child,” 
said  the  amiable  wife  and  mother,  “  his  father  has 
tried  hard,  and  he  has  raised  only  twenty  cents  to 
take  with  him.”  Nor  had  they  been  improvident.

Great  as  are  the  physical  wants  of  our  brethren, 
their  intellectual  wants  are  still  more  pressing.

The  Bank  Question  Compromised. 

According  to  the  general  expectation,  the  perils  which 
threatened  the  Bank  Bill  have  been  avoided  by  a  dexter¬ 
ous  compromise.  On  Tuesday  '21th,  Mr.  Morehead  of 
Ky.,  advocated  the  Bill  in  its  present  shape,  aiguing 
chiefly  the  Constitutional  questions  involved  in  it.  Mr. 
Calhoun  replied,  and  also  Mr.  Allen.  Mr.  Clay  after¬ 
wards  rose,  and  said  that  although  there  was  an  evident 
majority  in  the  Senate  in  favor  of  a  Bank  of  some  kind, 
he  was  aware  that  ihe  Bill  in  its  present  shape  could  not 
pa.s.s.  Under  such  circumstances,  he  had  conferred  with 
his  friends,  and  had  finally  agreed  to  make  a  compromise, 
which  he  hoped  would  avoid  the  objections  of  all,  and 
yet  retain  sufficient  of  the  elements  of  the  Bill  to  satisfy 
the  demands  of  the  country.  He  then  proposed  an 
amendment,  to  the  effect  that,  branches  of  the  proposed 
bank  might  be  established  in  any  of  the  States,  vith  the 
assent  of  those  States.  If  the  State  neither  assents  or 
dissents,  its  silence  shall  be  construed  into  consent,  and 
the  Bank  established. 

Mr.  Rives  w'as  not  satisfied  with  the  alteration,  though 
nearly  every  other  Whig  w'as.  After  some  considerable 
disciLssion,  the  bill  passed  to  the  third  reading  by  a  vote 
of  2b  yeas  and  24  nays. 

The  Bank  Bill  Passed. 

The  next  day,  Wednesday  28<A,  alter  some  debate,  and 
a  motion  by  Mr.  Benton  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  the 
bill  passed  the  Senate — yeas 26,  nays  23,  as  follows :

Banks  of  the  District. 

The  bill  to  revive  and  extend  the  charier  ol'  certain 
banks  in  the  District  was  taken  up,  and  discussed  at 
some  length,  on  Thursday.  The  next  day  it  passed  to  a 
third  reading.  The  bill  making  provisions  for  the  pau¬ 
per  lunatics  of  the  District,  also  passed. 

The  Land  Bill, 
which  has  passed  the  House,  it  is  vuidei'stood  is  to  be 
brought  up  and  acted  on  next  week.  It  will  be  debated 
with  spirit,  and  necessarily  prolong  the  session. 

Home  Squadron  Bill  Passed. 

The  House  bill  to  establish  a  Home  Squadron  came  up 
on  Friday,  'iOth.  Mr.  Benton  moved  an  amendment  re¬ 
quiring  that  American  hemp  be  used  as  the  staple  of  its 
sails  and  cordage,  which  after  discussion,  he  withdrew. 
The  bill  passed  rapidly  through  the  successive  stages,  and 
passed.  Thus  another,  and  by  no  means  unimportant  ob¬ 
ject  of  the  special  session  has  been  achieved. 

On  Monday,  Aug.  2nd,  a  considerably  spirited  debate 
arose  on  the  presentation  by  Mr.  Cai.iioun,  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  ol  a  meeting  of  citizens  of  Cumberland  Co.  Va.  which 
contained  resolutions  against  a  National  Bank,  affirming 
its  unconstitmionality,  and  the  right  not  only,  but  duty  of 
Congress,  to  repeal  it,  if  chartered.  They  were  disposed 
of  by  being  laid  on  the  table. 

Revenue  Bill  Passed. 

In  the  House,  the  chief  matter  has  been  the  disposal  of 
the  Revenue  bill,  which  provides  for  the  lemporaiy  pro¬ 
curement  of  a  revenue  by  the  imposition  of  a  tariff  on 
certain  articles  now  free,  or  under  a  certain  duty.  On 
Friday  it  was  taken  out  of  Committee  and  ordered  to  a 
third  reading;  and  on  Saturday  it  passed — yeas  116,  nays 
101 .  Mr.  Clark  moved  to  re-consider  it,  but  it  was  lost. 
Bankrupt  Law. 

The  act  of  the  Senate  establishing  a  general  bankrupt 
law  was  called  up  and  read  twice,  on  Saturday.  It  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  whole.

The  addresses  before  the  Societies,  were  delivered  by 
gentlemen  of  eminence  in  their  respective  stations,  and 
were  the  chief  charm  among  the  exercises.

The  memory  of  the  gifted  and  unfortunate  Miss  Lan- 
don  is  invested  with  a  tender  and  melancholy  Interest.

Her  early  death,  and  the  suspicions  as  to  its  cause,  were 
calculated  to  enhance  the  interest  which  her  character 
produced.  This  brief  sketch  of  her  life  is  good,  though  it 
ought  to  have  been  written  by  some  one  who  could  belter 
understand  her,  than  this  author,  and  more  entirely  appre¬ 
ciate  her  gentle  and  delicate  taste.

The  Augsburg  Gazette  of  the  7th  ult.,  says ;  “  The  vic¬ 
tory  which  the  Russians  obtained  lately  in  Circassia,  cost 
them  a  prodigious  loss  of  life,  the  mountaineers  having 
opposed  a  most  determined  resistance.  The  Russians 
finally  remained  masters  of  the  field,  in  consequence  of 
having  brought  forward  fresh  troops ;  but  the  victory  did 
not  produce  a  favorable  impression  upon  the  army,  who 
perceived  that  the  sacrifices  made  were  not  compensated 
by  the  advantages  obtained.”

V.  .  .  SHERIDAN. 

Sheridan  was  abandoned  to  his  own  guidance, 
and  left  to  the  resources  of  his  talents  at  the  most 
dangerous  period  of  youth.  At  the  same  age  with 
Congreve,  ne  composed  comedies  of  similu,  and 
tme  of  almost  equal  merit:  like  his  great  master, 
he  neglected  incident  and  character,  and  sought 
only  brilliancy  of  dialogue;  what  he  sought,  he 
attained,  even  to  excess ;  and  his  wit  was  fertile 
enough  to  betray  him  into  the  splendid  fiiult  of 
rendering  his  dialogue  more  dazzling  and  poignant 
than  suUed  his  own  personages,  or,  indeed,  any 
human  conversation.  Like  Congreve,  too,  his  wit 
seldom  appeared  to  be  struck  out  at  the  moment; 
it  was  elaborately  polished,  and  equally  finished ; 
it  demanded  somewhat  of  the  same  effort  of  atten¬ 
tion  with  serious  eloquence,  and  disposed  the  reader 
or  hearer  rather  to  admire  than  to  smile.  He  wrote 
some  verses  of  great  beauty,  though  the  general 
structure  betrays  too  obvious  marks  of  art  and  imi¬ 
tation. 

His  first  appearance  in  the  House  of  Commons 
was  unpromismg ;  he  did  not  possess  even  the  flu¬ 
ency  and  agreeable  manner  which  belong  to  so 
many  very  common  men.  He  conquered  these 
difficulties  by  an  industry  and  discretion  not  discov¬ 
erable  in  the  more  important  parts  of  his  life.  He 
corrected  his  defects,  and  form^  a  talent  by  frequent, 
sho^  and  unpretending  speeches  on  ordinary 
business,  till  his  attack  on  the  proposed  plam  of 
fortification,  in  1786,  placed  him  at  the  heaa  of  the 
second  class  of  parliamentary  speakers.  His  speech 
against  Hastings  in  the  followmg  year,  raisea  him 
to  a  rank,  beyond  which  he  never  ascended ;  which, 
for  the  moment,  and  by  the  majority,  was  considered 
as  not  inferior  to  that  of  any  living  orator.  The 
most  deliberate  criticism  must  allow  his  eloquence 
to  be  distinguished  by  strong  sense  and  brilliant 
wit^  by  a  vigor  of  argument  not  too  ingenious  for 
bnsmess,  nor  too  subtle  for  conviction ;  by  a  great 
command  of  pure  English  words,  and  by  a  vivid 
power  of  imagination  in  those  passages  which  aimed 
at  grandeur  and  pathos,  though  they  must  be  owned 
to  he  too  artificial  and  ostentatious  to  produce  the 
highest  effect,  and  to  be  approved  by  a  severe  taste. 
His  most  celebrated  speeches  required  preparation, 
and  betrayed  it  His  education  was  so  early  inter¬ 
rupted,  and  his  subsequent  life  so  irregular,  that  he 
had  little  knowledge  from  books;  but  his  knowledge 
of  men  was  admirable,  and  his  insight  into  character 
keen.  No  man  formed  a  more  just  estimate  of  the 
result  of  public  measures  j  he  dissuaded  his  party

Circumstantial  Evidence. — We  find  the 
following  account  of  a  strange  affair  in  the  London 
Globe  of  the  12th  of  March,  which,  if  true,  furnish¬ 
es  another  striking  illustration  of  the  uncertainty  of 
circumstantial  evidence,  and  the  terrors,  surpas¬ 
sing  all  of  which  imagination  can  conceive,  that 
environ  the  miserable  wretch  jloomed  to  a  public 
execution : 

“  A  French  paper  called  the  Audience  contains 
a  letter  from  a  private  correspondent,  dated  Gib¬ 
raltar,  the  28th  ult.,  which  states  that  an  opulent 
British  merchant,  named  James  Boxwell,  long 
resident  there,  had  been  tried  and  convicted  of  the 
murder  of  his  daughter  on  circumstantial  evidence, 
and  that  on  his  way  to  execution  the  convict  saw 
in  the  crowd  another  Englishman  named  John 
Keats,  who  had  been  extremely  active  ^in  collect¬ 
ing  evidence  against  him.  The  convict  expressed 
a  desire  to  die  in  peace  with  all  mankind,  and  to 
pardon  this  person  whom  he  had  considered  his 
greatest  enemy.  When  the  convict  reached  the 
scaffold,  the  executioner  prepared  to  execute  the 
sentence  of  the  law,  when  a  voice  was  heard  in  the 
crowd  exclaiming — ‘  It  is  I  that  am  guilty,  not  the 
convict.’  This  exclamation  was  made  by  John 
Keats.  He  confessed  that;  it  was  he  who  had  car¬ 
ried  off  James  Boxwell’s  daughter;  that  he  had 
cut  off  her  hair  during  her  sleep,  and  stolen  one 
of  her  dresses,  which  he  stteeped  in  blood ;  and  that 
the  generous  pardon  granted  to  him  by  his  victim 
had  caused  him  to  reflect  on  the  enormity  of  his 
crime.  The  executioner  immediately  withdrew 
the  rope  from  the  convict’s  neck  and  the  cap  from 
his  face,  when  it  was  discovered  that  he  was  dead 
from  the  effects  of  terror.  The  atrocious  John 
Keats  was  conducted  to  prison  amidst  the  execra¬ 
tions  of  the  populace,  who  wished  to  tear  him  to 

pieces.”  _ _

The  residence  of  this  extraordinary  man  is  situ¬ 
ated  on  the  Staunton  river,  in  the  county  of  Char¬ 
lotte,  about  twelve  miles  south  of  the  court-house. 
The  tAvo  houses,  in  which  he  lived  alternately  sum¬ 
mer  and  winter,  are  situated  on  a  commanding  em¬ 
inence,  and  surrounded  by  a  forest,  which,  during 
his  life,  he  never  suffered  to  be  violated  by  an  axe. 
A  place  was  cleared  just  sufficient  to  construct  tAvo 
dwelling  houses  and  a  few  out-buildings ;  while  the 
whole  surrounding  forest  appears  wild  and  roman¬ 
tic,  as  if  planted  and  cultivated  alone  by  the  hand 
of  Nature.
